Tha modern 
concrete, 
asphalt 
and m acadam surfacing i-s vastly 
superior to the old stone roads, 
with which the m ain problem was 
finding a g ood binder so that the 
broken stones would find adjust­ 
m ent and, with use. become molded 
into a hard, even surface. Adoption 
of th3 m aterials and construction 
m ethods now in use w'as hastened 
by the rapidity 
with 
w'hich the 
g ood rciads movement sprang up 
in tlie w’ake of the automobile. 
Now th at 
most 
of the states 
have g ood roads and the m ainten­ 
ance costs has entered into their 
budg ets, the q uestion ari.ses whe­ 
ther there 
may 
not 
be devised 
throug h the resourcefulness of the 
chemist m aterials w'hich could be 
worked into even better surfaces 
and with less cost and possibly 
with less wear upon machines. 
And as yet the chemists who are

This experience should arouse the 
suspicion of chorea.

Of course, this can be 
determined only by a complete jdiysi- 
f-al examination by a physician. 
I cannot overstate the importance

The men who kidnaped me, while

I 
didn't play poker with them as

kidnap victims re- 


ported they did. I didn't have the 
chance. 


It was no picnic 
though and 


when I was released and told my 
wife and children were all right it 
seemed that the whole world had 
been lifted off my shoulders.

might add that it was rather pleas- 
ant to be released from my bonds. 


I am told that June Robles was 


freed at almost the same time I 
was. 
Her experience must have 


been terrible. I only hope that it 
doesn't shadow her entire life.

When that time comes we will 


learn more about the prevention anil 
cure of this disabling disorder. 


As I have saiti. the disease Is often 


entirely overlooked. This is not to be 
wondered at because of the absence 
of pain or other suspicious symp- 
toms during the early stages of the 
disorder. 
But chorea should always 


be suspected In a young child who is 
nervous, fidgety and clumsy in HC- 
tions and movements. 


Tlie victim of St. Vltus dnm-e ap- 


pears to be nervous, agitn'ed and is 
likely to be in constant aimless mo- 
lion. 
The hands alone may be In- 


volved. But. as a rule, the feet and 
even the head of the young sufferer 
Jerk about, seemingly In constant mo- 
tion. 


Child May Appear Nervous 


In a mild case, the child is scolded 


for being "nervous." and no effort 
Is made to determine the Underlying 
cause. As the child grows older, the 
.so-called nervousness seems to In- 
crease and after a while the young- 
ster has difficulty In speaking. 
Tlie 


seriousness of the trouble may not be 
recognized until school age has been 
reached and the child Is sent home 
from school repeatedly. Tlie report 
card states he Is backward In his 
studies, ha-s poor memory and falls 
to concentrate on His work. 


This experience should arouse the 


suspicion of chorea. 
Every 
effort 


should be mifile to discover the un- 
derlying 
cause 
and 
determine 


whether the child Is a victim of St. 
Vttus dance. Of course, thlii can be 
determined only by a complete physi- 
cal examination, by a physician. 


I cannot overstate the importance 


of early recognition of this disorder, 
When recognized In Its early stages 
and proper measures of cure 
are 


taken, complete recovery Is to be ex- 
pected. Neglect may lead to serious 
complications, such as permanent 
heart disease, nervous disorders and 
other disabling afflictions. 


Complete rest in bed for a period 


of at least three months Is advised 
for all sufferers from chorea. „ En- 
larged and Infected tonsils should be 
removed and all other centers of In- 
fection eradicated If possible. In ad- 
dition, special attention to diet and 
liygiene hastens convalescence and 
speeds complete recovery.
